fore any shots had been fired at her. 

So close was the cutter to the rum 
boat at one time that the former’s 
crew could hear the curses of the 
bootlegging captain as he defied their 
shells and ordered full speed ahead. 
The runner disappeared after reach- 
ing the shore near Highlands, 

First Boat Escapes, 

The thrilling chase after the ruin 
runners started after the first boat 
had eluded the coast guard cutters, 
Crews of both had been aboard the 
French schooner Gerberville, one of 
seven ships now lying along the ten- 
mile stretch that composes Rum Row 
Both boats had loaded their cargoes 
and were enjoying a glass and a chat 
before starting their dash to the shore, 


Suddenly a lookout on the Gerber- 
ville shouted “cutter.” 

The crews of the rum runners 
scrambles down “Jacob’s ladder” and 
put out for the shore. A column of 
black smoke poured from the cutter, 
showing that full speed had been or- 
dered for the chase.

Dis- 
tribute the surplug women in _ the 
proportion of two to every man and 
the problem is solved,” 

Great enthusiasm in the chamber 
greeted Mile. JM<erpiskova’s remedr:. 
Male deputies stood on their chairs 
and cheered long and vigorously. 

But other quarters were to he 
heard from. 

Hardly had the men’s cheers sub- 
sided than there came loud and angry 
protests from the gallery, where the 
wives of the deputies were sitting. 

These married women, accérding to 
the dispatch to Lloyd’s Sunday News, 
shouted indignant denials that the na- 
tion would benefit by the granting 
of two women to every man and de- 
manded that the president of the 
chamber call Mile. Kerpiskova ‘to 
order. 

The woman deputy’ retorted by 
shouting at the’ top of her voice, 
“Throw those old hags out.”

GERMAN 
SUFFER FOR FOOD 


Berlin, July 8—Between five and 
ive and a half million persons in 


Germany lack sufficient means where- 
‘with to buy their daily bread. 

This is the estimate of the Central 
League of Invalids and Widows of 
Germany in Berlin, which has sent 
to the reichstag an appeal for cheap- 
er bread and groceries. 

The reichstag had already granted 
assistance to this group composed of 
persons incapable of making a com- 
plete living. 

The memorial lists the needy thus: 
Invalid pensioners 1,200,000; indus- 
trially maimed 100,000; poverty 
stricken receiving social aid, but with- 
out pension 500,000; orphans 2,000,- 

; war crippled completely inca- 
pacitated to do any work 20,000; war 
tathers, mothers and widows unable 
to work 200,000; cripples from birth 


and unable to work 500, 

The league also has sent a message 
to the speaker of the house of repre- 
sentatives in Washington, seeking 
American aid for this group, which 
includes only: aged, the crippled and 
the otherwise incapacitated, for whom 
the German government’s relief is in- 
sufficient. 

Most of the German war-crippled 
are provided for in factories at more 
or less remunerative work under a 
law compelling industrials to take a 
certain percentage of such cases into 
their works.

Pershing will make a tour of summer 
military camps over the country wbt- 
ginning with an inspection of the 
New York national guard camp at 
Peekskill, July 10, and visits to Camp 
Meade, Md., and the Pennsylvani1 
guard camp at Mt. Gretna, July 17 
or 18. On July 22 he _ will leave 
Washington on a four weeks’ tour, his 
tentative itinerary carrying him to 
Camp Knox, Ky., July 23 and 24; 
Camp McClellan, Ala., July 25-26; 
Vort Sam Houston, Texas, July 2s- 
29, and Los Angeles, July 31, where 
he will remain to greet President 
Harding on the latter's return from 
Alaska.

visit various training camps im tho 
west, winding up his tour at Camp 
Custer, Mich., August 22. 

An announcement issued today at 
the war department said:

Paintings Sate 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

Gallup, N. M., July 7.—The fa- 
mous sand paintings of the Navajos 
have been preserved for posterity, and 
the old Indian prophesy of **The Holy 
Unes,” that when all the sand paint- 
ings are forgotten and all religious 
chants die out, the end of the world 
will come, can be laid aside in the 
minds of those who believe in it, for 
the time being, at least. 

For the sand paintings have been 
transferred by artists to the walls of 
the Hotel Ely Navajo, recently dedi- 
cated here. In placing the paintings 
on the walis the artists were particu- 
lar not to depart in the slightest de- 
gree from the original paintings made 
by» “White Singer” and other emi- 
nent chiefs. 

Expression Of Religion. 

In the art of the Navajos, painting, 
music, the dance, poetry and the 
drama are indivisible and all are the 
expression of religion. The medicine 
man is high priest, physician, singer, 
sdlancer and sets the stage for no mean 
drama. He depends upon his memory 
for every detail and teaches the cult 
in turn to his followers. The legend 
reads that when “The Holy Ones,” 
gave the ceremonies to man, the 
priests were enjoined to memorize 
them and destroy the originals. This 
was done, not only to avoid their 
falling into sacriligeous hands, but 
principally to write them on _ the 
hearts of living men. 

They were therefore made in col- 
ored sand and destroyed the same day 
they were made. Thus both paint- 
ings and charts passed on from gen- 
eration to generation, changing grad- 
ually and many of them fading from 
the memory of even tie oldest priests, 

Thus many Indian medicine men 
were called upon to assist in fur- 
nishing the true paintings that re- 
mained in their memoria, and these 
were checked by Sam Day, Jr., of 
St. Michaels, an authority on Navajo 
customs, who contributed the originals 
of the paintings and superintended 
the work, so that no detail was over 
looked. These paintings, all:of the 
Sacred Rituals of the Navajo, are 
not intended to be pictorial, but every 
figure. every line and every dot is a 
symbol. By the use of symbols only, 
their painter priests appealed to the 
imagination and the heart. 

Prized Painting. 

One of the most prized paintings 
adorning the wa#@s of El Navajo is 
that of “Nayenezgani, The Man Who 
Killed Fear.” It is a sand painting 
of peculiar sacredness to the Navajo 
and has been made but rarely. Second 
in religious importance is the picture 
of Diae-e-di-gini”’ 
or “Young Holy One.” 

Among the other sand pictures, now 
painted on the walls of the hotel are 
those symbolizing “Ths Clouds,” ‘lhe 
Arrow Ceremony.” “The Eagle Cere- 
mony, “The Sky Man,” “The Earth 
Mother,’ ‘The Bear.” “The Pollon 
Boy” and “The Hhrvest Beetle.” 

When the Navajo tribe heard that 
the sand pictures were to be trans- 
ferred and perpetnated they insisted 
on dedicating the hotel with the rtu- 
al of their race and performed the 
ritual of “The Blessing of the 
House.”’ 

In a previous ceremony. the evil 
spirits had been thrown out and the 
ritual contained no words of any evil 
or’ unlueky thing or spirit. Instead 
all that is good and beautiful was in- 
vited to take possession of the dwell- 
ing and its occupants and leave no 
room for evil spirits to return. ‘The 
initial chant, sum¢ during the proces- 
sion of the medicine men, wus an

The department is inclined to 
consider the Chester concessions as 
purely a commercial enterprise, one 
that does not involve us dfplomatical- 
ly, further than suitably to protect 
valid American interests in foreign 
lands.

“T believe that lack of respect for 
law in our country is due, first, to 
the devotion on the part of the legal 
profession to hainoslittiag technicali- 
ties and to the fact that a verdict of 
a jury is rarely final, but is subject 
to review in 80 many ways.

“Since the American occupation, 
which I witnessed from the very be- 
ginning,” Mr. Jifkins said, “the island 
hag made great progress. Schools 
have been built, telegraph and tel- 
ephone lines constructed and the trans- 
portation facilities have improved to 
such an extent that at present they 
rank with those of any modern coun- 
try.

Ismet Pasha Announces 
Agreement Reached on 
All Points—Settle Otto- 
man Debt Question.

BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 

Lausanne, July 8.—Ismet Pasha, 
_leaving the near east conference about 
midnight, informed the correspondents 
that an agreement had been reached 
vn all points, 

Thus the near east conference, 
Which had been in continuoug ses- 
sion for more than three months, has 
had a successful outcome, For a con- 
siderable period the settlement bung 
in the balance on the question of the 
Ottoman debt, concessions and the 
evacuation of Constantinople aad 
other Turkish territory by foreign 
troops. Both sides were forced to 
give way in a measure at the end, and 
if wag apparent at the first session 
today that a termination of the dis- 
cussions was close at hand. 

_it was after several hours’ discus- 
Sion tonight that the allies and Turks 
reached their accord on all outstarc- 
ing problems, whieh have long been 
threatening to wreck the conference, 
and, barring unexpected difficulties 
over minor points, peace should be 
Signed at Lausanne almost immedi- 
ately. 

The allied plenipotentiaries ir- 
formed the Associat Press that the 
draft of the protocol concerning con- 
cessions had been modified and maie 
more precise to meet the Americaa 
viewg on the principles involved. 

The United States objected to the 
eonfirmation in the treaty of contracts 
entered into before the war, which had 
not received all necessary formalities; 
it was argued that these were too 
general and too vague and the princi- 
ples were liable to be applied to all 
sorts of unknown contracts. : 

The allies and Turks agreed upon 
an amended clause, specifying the 
concessions they wished to refer ‘o, 
including the Vickers-Armstrong and 
Turkish Petroleum company  concves- 
sions and the French railroad conces- 
sions in Anatolia. Whether these 
modifications entirely meet the views 
of the United States remains to he 
seen. At all events, the Turkish Pe- 
troleum company and French railroad 
concessions are likely to be the supb- 
ject of discussion. 

The signing of the Lausanne con- 
ference treaty will mark the last act 
of the world war which began on 
August 2%, 1914. 

England, France, Italy and Greece 
were settling their difficulties with 
Turkey at Lausanne in exactly the 
same fashion that the allies, including 
America, settled their differences with 
Germany at the Versailles conference. 

Amrica was not an official partici- 
pant in the Lausanne gathering be- 
enuse she had never declared war on 
Turkey 

Ambassador Childs, American rep- 
resentative to Rome, and Minister 
Crewe, American ‘represenjative in 
Switzerland, flitted on and off the 
conference stage in an unofficial ca- 
pacity, observing and protecting Amer- 
ican interests. 

These interests fell in two catego- 
ries: 

t. Commercial, including Ameri- 
can business firms represented in Con- 
stantinople and at Smyrna such as 
the Chester concession, the tobacco 
companies, and the oil companies 
which did not wish any arrangements 
at Lausanne that would = exclude 
America from rich Turkish oil fields. 

’. The philanthronic interests of 
American mission schoals, agricul- 
tural schools and relief centers deal- 
ing with Greek refuges and the Ar- 
menian under Turkish rule. 

Concession For America. 

Bickerings between France and Tur- 
key and England and Turkey dropped 
the Chester coneession plum into Amer- 
iean hands. America was also suc- 
cessful in gaining leniency for refugees 
whose cause she defended. The Ameri- 
ean-Backard project of an Armenian 


national home, however, fell through. }

of Lausanne, America played a minor 
art. 

Ty» understand the conference, one 
must go back to 1918. Turkey, under 
the guidance of Enver Pasha and 
other pan-German leaders, cast her 
lot with the central powers in the 
world war. 

She fought well. Her troops pushed 
south to the very banks of the Suez 
eanal, threatening to cut England's 
communications with the Orient. The 
English general, Allenby, drove them 
back, vet they held him from Turkish 
soil. Mnelish troops drove up the an- 
cient valley of Messopotamia, but 
eonid not conquer Turkey. England's 
fiercest thrust of mighty naval forces 
was vanquished by the Turkish shore 
hatteries at the Dardanelles, Turk 
fire turned Gallipolli info a grave- 
yerd of Winston Churchill's hopes. 

Yet 1918 and Versailles found Tur- 
key in a desperate plight. She had 
little money. no resources. Her allies 
were defeated. The Sick Mgn of Eu- 
rope seemed on his death-bed. Parti- 
tion of ‘Turkey among westefr powers 
seemed imminent. 

But there was a factor in Turkey 
with which the allies had not reck- 
oned, 

Mustapha Kemal Pdsha, a_ lean 
eumburzed cavalry officer in Ana- 
tolia, rallied a group of men about 
him and raised a rebel army. At this 
time western Europe was at peace, 
but Greece. inspired by King Con- 
stantine’s dream of empire, was bat-

Eloquence Fails. 

Squat, oily Ismet Pasha spoke for 
Turkey, but spoke little. He played 
a waiting game. Lord Curzons vast 
and pompous figure dominated the 
conference. Time and again he 
threatened to withdraw; once he ac- 
tually left for England in indignation 
at Turk methods. Mussolini, fiery 
Italian and eloquent, endeavored for 
a few days to dominate the session.

The agenda of the Lausanne con- 
ference contained many concessions 
that were to be demanded of the 
Turk. A careful #etudy of the re- 
sults now agreed upon will undoubt- 
edly show that the Turk has given 
little and got much. 

Up to Sunday the allies had yield- 
ed on practically every essential point. 

The significant feature of the con- 
ference is that the Turk—defeated 
and humbled to the dust by 1914- 
1918—is now back in Europe again, 
stronger financially, although not 
territorially, than before. 

Balkan capitals already speak of 
the day when the Turk will clash 
with Bulgar and Serb: when the 
Marita river will no longer be the 
eastern Greek frontier; when the 
blood-red flag of. Turkey, the flag of 
the star and the erescent, will fly 
again under the mosque minarettes of 
Macedonia in Skopje and Uskub, now 
Serb.

Of Bloodhound 


New Orleans, July 7.—(By <Asso- 
ciated Press, )—*Bloodhound testi- 
mony” savors of superstition, accord- 
ing to Charles A. O'Neill, chief jus- 
tice of the Louisiana supreme court, 
dissenting from a majority opinion 
upholding a conviction for murder, 
“and is as barbarous as witchraft 
itself.” 
viction of Mitchell Davis, of Franklin 
parish, found guilty because it was 
testified a dog followed a trail from 
the scene of the murder and brought 
up at Davis’ home a quarter mile 
away, but the dissenting ofinion of 
the chief justice has won for the de- 
fendant a rehearing of his petitior for 
a new trial. Davis was sentenced to 
life imprisonment. 

“The ruling that such eviden-e is 
admissible is contrary to the weight 
of authority and is violative of the 
fundamental right of an accused per- 
son to be faced by and to cross ex- 
amine the witness against him,” said 
the chief justice. “In a sense, of 
course, it may be said that the blood- 
hound does not testify, that his con- 
duct is the subject of the testimony 
merely as the circumstance showing 
guilt of the person trailed by the 
hound. But this statement, that the 
bloodhound does not testify, is only 
skin deep. The bloodhound, in such 
case, i8 a supposed expert witress, 
who cannot give any reason for his 
expert opinion of the guilt of the 
person whom he traiis., 

To admit such testimony is the 
same as to say that testimon; of 
lookers-on would be admissible to 
prove that a human being with an 
abnormal sense of smell trailed the 
person on trial and pointed him out 
as the guilty party even if the’ hu- 
man being could not give any reason 
for his expert opinion. The admin- 
— of justice is a practicai af- 
air.

RUSSIAS GREAT 
FROM AMERICA

New York, July 8.—Fate marked 
Bill Jenks, obscure truck driver of a 
tiny Westchester country village, for 
fame. You'd never think that ragged, 
tousel-headed Bill, tight admittedly 
too often, had been linked with the 
world’s great, but, over a pint of near- 
beer, he will tell you: 

“Me, I once kicked Leon Trotsky 
outer this town, yes, sir, kickéd him,” 

His story is of the days whea 
Trotsky, now recognized as one of 
history's greatest military organizers, 
was a New York East Side ¢ceportez. 
He went to Westchesier to make a 
radical speech at a labor meeting. Lill 
booted him forth. 

Those who conceive of soviet Rus- 
Sia as a huge, dark, mysterious and 
far distant madhouse, may not realize 
bow many of the comrades who have 
replaced the czar’s empire came from 
America; that the alert, nervous, 
worried young men who run the greut 
Russian machine were, perhaps five 
perhaps ten years ago, ordinary 
bustling mortals,. jammed in New 
York’s subways rubbing shoulders 
with the loop crowds in Chicago, or 
munching peanuts at Coney Islani, 
aughing, living, lowing-—but elso plo:- 
ing. 

Parallels Frencg Revolt. ' 

The Russian revoiution parallels 
the story of the French revolution 
and the Garibaldi red shirt activities 
in that its leaders conspired in foreign 
lands, America was the land wher 
Lenin and Trotzky dreamt their com- 
munist world. 

The fact is again strikingly demon- 
strated in the appointment of Gregory 
Weinstein as head of the Petrograd 
division of the soviet foreign office.

New York, July 8—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)— Unusual events 
such as the turn of the half year, the 
early July holidays and an advance 
in the Bank of England's discount 
rate were dominating influences in 
the financial markets of the past 
week, 

Passage of the July 1 settlements 
resulted, as had been anticipated, in 
a distinct easing in the money mar- 
ket, call money on the New York 
stock exchange lending as low as 
four per cent. Meanwhile the week- 
ly federal reserve statement showed 
that member banks had borrowed 
heavily from the reserve system, part- 
ly to secure currency to meet the 
July 4 travel demands and partly ‘o 
provide the extra credit called for 
by the mid-year dividend disburse- 
ments and the like 

Accompanying these changes cam? 
a marked easing in the pressure of 
liquidation which had been apparent 
in the chief speculative markets. A 
certain amount of selling, both by 
tired longs and traders on the short 
side was apparent in the stock mar- 
ket during the early part of the 
week, but the volume was not com- 
parable to that of the week before 
and the tone grew steadier as the 
week closed. It was generally co.- 
sidered in the financial district that 
the necessity for liquidation § had 
diminished and that bearish traders 
were less inclined to pursue their ac- 
tivities. 

Similar conditions prevailed in the 
cotton market. Monday’s government 
crop estimate reported a greater in 
creaSe in acreage than had been ex- 
pected and, in addition, a_ slightly 
higher condition and larger yield.

The trade 
is expecting tomorrow's government 
crop estimate to show a total yieid 
of about 835,000,000 bushels. 

Reports from industrial districts 
showed a maintenance of a high rate 
of activity. Pig iron production in 
June, while slightly smaller than the 
record-breaking May performance, ex- 
ceeded that in any other month, the 
small falling off being accounted ‘for 
by such factors as weather conditions. 
One more blast furnace was active va 
July 1 than at tlie start of the ore- 
vious month and early July shutdowns 
were limited, for the most part, to 
July 4. Steel products were stated to 
be passing into consumption readily, 
consumers showing no disposition to 
avoid deliveries. Prices remained 
firm and the trade looked for a cvn- 
tinuance of the present scale of oper- 
ations, 

Railroad car loadings again added 
their testimony to the maintenance of 
industrial momentum. The rate has 
now exceeded one million cars a week 
for five consecutive weeks, thus equal- 
ling the record made in the fall of 
1920 and exceeding by a considerable 
margin any performance made at this 
season of the year, 

With regard to the resumption of 
buying for forward delivery, which is 
the question which has been occupy- 
ing the attention of the markets for 
some time, nothing new developed. It 
is still considered early, however, to 
forecast the trend of fall trade.

By act of coa- 
giess these bonds, declared instru-

“The Atlanta Joint Stock Land 
bank is an institution chartered un- 
der the provisions of.an act df con- 
gress known as the “federal farm 
loan act” for the purpose of making 
loans on farm lands in the states of 
Georgia and Alabama.

All loans are secured by 
first mortgages on farm lands, and the 
proceeds of the loans must ke used 
for some purpose within the spirit of 
the federal law, that is, having for its 
ultimate object the promotion of ag- 
riculture. No loans are made to spec- 
ulators. Loans are made on the amor- 
tization plan, under which both prin- 
cipal and interest is paid by a fixed 
number of equal semi-annual  pay-
